REMARKS 

Claims 30 to 34, 36 and 37 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sugiura et al. (US 2001/0022134) in view of Fujita (US 6,321,635). Claim 35 was rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sugiura et al and Fujita et al. as applied to 
claim 30 above, in further view of Ishizuka (US 4,379,425). Claim 38 was objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 39 to 48 are 
allowed. 

Claims 30 to 38 have been amended to be based upon allowable independent claim 39. 
The claims are all now based on allowable subject matter and withdrawal of the 
rejections of claims 30 to 37 and the objection to claim 38 is respectfully requested.
